The social secu rity amen d­ 
men ts, howev er, were called u p 
u n der procedu re more fav orable 
to passage than the strin gen t 
ru les by which the hou se refu sed 
y esterday ev en to con sider the 
wage-hou r rev ision s. 
The latter cou ld hav e been ac­ 
cepted or rejected on ly in their 
en tirety , while the social secu r­ 
ity amen dmen ts may be rewrit­ 
te n — if the hou se sees fit. 
The prin cipal objection ex ­ 
pressed to the wage-hou r legis­ 
lation was its redefin ition of 
farm ex emption s, to which some 
farm organ ization s were oppos­ 
ed. In clu ded amon g the amen d­ 
men ts shelv ed, at least for the 
time bein g, was on e ex emptin g 
from the act white collar work­ 
ers makin g $200 or more a 
mon th. 
The legislation may be brou ght 
u p again , bu t Chairman Norton 
(D-NJ) of the labor committee 
said that as far as she was con ­ 
cern ed, there wou ld be n o fu r­ 
ther attem pt. 
In gen eral, the proposals to re­ 
v ise the social secu rity act giv e 
its ben efits to addition al classes 
of workers an d freeze or lower 
the tax es fin an cin g the program. 
Those to whom the old-age in ­ 
su ran ce prov ision wou ld be ex ­ 
ten ded in clu de 200,000 employ es 
of n ation al ban ks an d” state 
ban ks which are members of the 
federal reserv e sy stem. 
From 
150,000 to 165,000 maritime work­ 
ers also wou ld be in clu ded. 
The proposals wou ld freeze the 
old age in su ran ce pay roll tax at 
1 per cen t on both employ ers 
an d employ es for the n ex t three 
y ears. 
Sin ce the presen t law 
wou ld adv an ce the tax rate on e 
half of on e per cen t n ex t Jan . 1, 
this proposal was estimated to 
sav e these tax pay ers $27 5 ,000,- 
000 a y ear for the three-y ear 
period.

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A QUICK CHANGE 
One quality wh ich stands out in th e public 
statements and addresses of President Roosevelt 
is th e consistency of h is inconsistency . Th e qual­ 
ity appeared early . We all remember h is speech es 
of 1931 wh en we were promised economy, cur­ 
tailment of federal employ ment and an early 
balancing of th e budget. We recall promises to 
give business a breath ing spell, to appease it, fol­ 
lowed by denunciations and th reats of new 
h obbles on private enterprises. 
Early in th e spring Mr. Roosevetl at a banquet 
given by th e Young Democrats advised th e con­ 
servatives to get out of h is party . He inferred 
th at th ey belonged in th e Republican, not in th e 
Jeffersonian ranks. 
More recently h e made an address to th e “Little 
Business Men” in wh ich h e declared th at th e 
New Dealers are th e conservatives and th at th e 
old line Republicans and Democrats are th e 
plungers, th e gamblers and th e speculators. Ac­ 
cording to press reports, h e advised th e business 
group to support th e New Deal on th e ground 
th at it is conservative. 
Now just wh en did th e ch ange come? If th e 
conservative Democrats sh ould h ave left th eir 
party a few weeks ago because th e New Deal 
is definitely liberal, just wh en did th e alteration 
come about? Mr. Webster in h is dictionary calls 
a conservative a “preserver,” a “conserver.” 
Wh at is th e New Deal preserving any h ow? Is 
it th e national credit, economy, or th e American 
markets? Or could it be th at it is preserving 
federal bureaucracy and th e federal tax rate, 
even nourish ing th em? 
Surely it can’t be th e 
gold standard. Th at is already out of th e win­ 
dow. 
Perh aps before we study th e situation any 
furth er it migh t be well to get th e official New 
Deal definitions of conservative, liberal, radical, 
plutocrat and roy alist. 


ultimate conclusion would involve readjustments 
of such magnitude “th at it could not possibly 
be accomplish ed with out far reach ing interven­ 
tion on th e part of th e government with danger­ 
ous social effects.” 
Th e genial secretary in making th is denuncia­ 
tion was using favorite New Deal strategy wh ich 
is setting up a straw man and th en proceeding 
to demolish it with argument. 
Of course, someth ing migh t be said about th e 
policy of regimentation wh ich would h ave un­ 
pleasant memories. We h ave only to recall th e 
NRA, th e AAA, th e NLRB and oth er activities of 
th e present administration, many of wh ich h ave 
already gone to th e bowwows. 
But th at is, of course, beside th e point. Wh en 
h e talks about dangers of regimentation, Mr. 
Hull evidently h as in mind Italy and Germany 
wh ere th e economic sy stem is based principally 
on an acute sh ortage of raw materials. Th e case 
of th e United States is in nowise parallel. 
But th e ch ief flaw in h is argument is th at 
th ere is no considerable group of people in th e 
United States wh ich proposes to adopt th e policy 
of isolation as Mr. Hull envisions it. No econ­ 
omist or politician h ere wants to build a wall 
around th e country . Th ey realize th at th is could 
not and ough t not be done. But th ey insist th at 
we seek to expand our foreign trade with coun­ 
tries wh ich can send us products not in direct 
competition with American farmers and workers. 
Th is can be done if we set about to do it. But 
th is is far different from seeking to “restore th e 
country ” by importing Argentine beef, Australian 
wool and Canadian ch eese, to th e detriment of 
American producers.

With th e final partition of 
Africa th ere was noth ing left for 
th e European nations to seize, 
except Abyssinia, with out h av­ 
ing to figh t some oth er European 
nation for possession. Germany , 
h aving entered th e land-grab­ 
bing game too late, was deter­ 
mined to secure wh at sh e con­ 
sidered h er sh are of th e over­ 
seas colonies—h er “place in th e 
sun.” And, since war was obvi­ 
ously th e only available m eth ­ 
od of ach ieving th is ambition, 
Germany set out to prepare h er­ 
self for th at war. 
Germany was now by far th e 
strongest and most able con­ 
tinental country in Europe. Th e 
Prussians h ad welded th e vari­ 
ous small German countries into 
a single nation — and h ad 
marked its coming of age by ad­ 
ministering a smash ing defeat 


and a tremendous war indemni­ 
ty to France in th e Franco-Prus­ 
sian war. Italy was too y oung to 
amount to any th ing as a nation. 
Austria-Hungary was decidedly 
on th e downward path . And both 
were allies of Germany . 
Russia was vast but unorgan­ 
ized—a nation of ignorant peas- 
pants, with a top crust of corrupt 
and cruel nobles. England was 
strong only on th e sea. 
Th e 
French h ad not recovered from 
th eir previous defeat. Spain and 
Holland and Belgium and Swit­ 
zerland and th e Scandinavians 
and th e Balkans were as noth ing 
wh en it came to war. And Amer­ 
ica was far away and considered 
of no consequence, in spite of th e 
ease with wh ich America de­ 
feated th e Spanish in th e Span- 
ish -American war. 
Th e last Kaiser of th e Ger­ 
mans mounted th e th rone in 
1888. 
Already h is country h ad 
passed all oth ers in education— 


mans were going to win and 
th ey joined th e German side. 
Italy was bough t off by th e Al­ 
lies and deserted th e German 
cause. Th e great war to decide 
wh eth er Germany sh ould h ave 
h er place in th e sun was under 
way. 
It is impossible for us to go in­ 
to details of th is h orrible and 
totally unnecessary conflict. Be­ 
fore it was ended a large jna- 
jority of th e independent nations 
of th e world were at war with 
Germany —and th at country h ad 
lost every foot of land outside of 
th e borders of Germany , instead 
of gaining th e great new colonies 
for wh ich sh e was figh ting.
